That they permitted 2,500 passen- 
gers aboard the vessel, which is more 
than its carrying capacity. 

That they were negligent 
an incompetent engineer, who, be- 
cause of his lack of skill, was unable 
to control the boat properly. 

That the crew did not number 
enough hands to manage and control 
the Eastland properly. 

That the ballast tanks were allowed 
to be out of repair and were not filled. 

Against Captain Pedersen these 
charges were brought: 

That he permitted aboard the boat 
a larger number of. passengers than 
she could safely carry. 

That he neglected to warn the pas- 
sengers to leave the Eastland when it 
became apparent to him that she Was 
about to overturn. . 

That he was negligent in not seeing 
that the ballast tanks were in repair 
and were properly filled.

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INGRATES TO UNCLE SAM. 

The announcement that the treasury de- 
partment will make public the names of 
persons assisted by the government in re- 
turning home from Europe at the outbreak 
of the war—persons fully able to reimburse 
the government, but who refuse to do so; 
and that steps will be taken to recover the 
funds so generously advanced, was to have 
been expected, especially when it is known 
that sums so advanced aggregate thousands 
of dollars; that this money, for the most 
part, is in the pockets of the rich and well- 
to-do class, who seem' willing to let the 
government. whistle for it and who recog- 
nize no obligation—no debt of gratitude 
for national assistance. 

The government has given this class 
every opportunity to liquidate its debt of 
honor, and now, its patience sorely tried, it 
justly proceeds against them. 

It does not ask the poor to pay; it only 
wants a reckoning with the rich, whose 
attitude is one of cold indifference to its 
reasonable demands. 

When the storm broke over all Europe 
and homeless they huddled at the railway 
stations, or crouched fearful and shelterless 
——-save for the dark sky above them; driven 
from pillar to post, the government’ they 
have forgotten came to the rescue, relieved 
their necessities and brought them to home 
and safety. 

It was then they fled to the flag for pro- 
tection; it was then they wrapped them- 
selves in its folds. And the flag did not 
fail them. 

They were patriots in distress then, but 
what of their patriotism now? 

It should not have been necessary for 
the government to take the step it has 
taken, and is yet to take, in a-matter like 
this; but Uncle Sam, who had the heart to 
help in their extremity; who was their 
friend in need, has also the heart to feel 
the sting of benefits forgot, and the sense 
of justice to demand his rights.

THE TROUBLES OF HAITI, 


The Haitien minister has made formal 
request upon this government that we give 
assurances of the integrity and independ- 
ence of that island government, following 
the present American occupation. 

There is no reason why the United States 
-ghould not give such assurances, provided 
Haiti can furnish adequate assurance that 
peace and good order will be preserved in 
that country. As affairs stand at present 
in Haiti, there is no government in the 
island republic. The people themselves 
have upset the government, and by their 
own actions have invited a rule by an 
American admiral at present backed by 
marines and machine guns. 

The people of the United States have en- 
tered no protest against this occupation as 
‘they once did in the case of the Philippines 
and Porto Rico. The truth of the matter is 
that European conditions have so accus- 
tomed the country to bloodshed and the 
employment of force that a little thing like 
the Haiti embroglio scarcely creates a 
ripple. 

The Haitiens may be assured in advance 
that the United States have no intention of 
taking over their territory. They may as 
weil be given to understand now, just as 
we have told Mexico, that we desire noth- 
ing beyond the establishment of a peaceful 
and orderly government. Assurances to 
this effect should settle the Haitien prob- 
lem just as quickly as that created as the 
result of revolutionary upheaval in the 
republic to the south of the United States. 

There is no more desire on the part of 


this government to take over and annex |

Haiti than there is to take Cuba, Mexico 
or any other of the Latin-American repub- 
lics, regardless of their size or the charac- 
ter of the government which they main- 


tain, so long as it is free from revolutionary 1

But we are equally right in demanding 
and enforcing assurances of this sort from 
Haiti, as we are from Mexico or any of 
the other neighboring republics for whose 
peaceful constitutional rule we are in a 
great measure responsible. 


A WONDER-WORKING SYSTEM. 


In the German economy everything 
counts; nothing is so slight or insignificant 
but that it may, under intelligent direction, 
be worked up into value. 

Everything counts. Battle-fields are 
gleaned for the debris—scraps of steel and 
iron—fragments of shattered helmets and 
bits of ruined auto tires—all go to the 
melting pot to make new war material. 
There is no idle scrap heap. 

The New York Sun, speaking of Ger- 
many’s care for the cripples of the war, 
quotes Dr. Douglas C. McMurtrie as saying, 
in The Medical Record, that “the manner 
in which the problem is being met is un- 
questionably sound,” and that care for the 
wounded has been organized on an adequate 
scale. The Sun says of the work inaugurat- 
ed by the government for the benefit of 
war cripples:

The segregation of cripples is dis- 
couraged. They are returned as far 
as possible to. their own communities 
and their own jobs. Where the crip- 
pling has unfitted a man for the same 
task he is trained for one as near like 
it as he can perform, the idea being 
to utilize the training he already has 
as far as is possible. Mr. McMurtrie 
cites several examples. 

A young paper hanger who had lost 
a leg showed artistic ability and is in 
a trade school studying to be a decora- 
tive artist. His former employer will 
re-engage him. 

A baker whose left foot was crushed 
is being instructed in bookkeeping and 
commercial arithmetic that he may en- 
ter the grain trade and manage the 
bakery of a dead relative. 

A young farmer who lost one arm 18 
studying agricultural science and 
learning to write with his left hand. 
it has been arranged that he shall look 
after the business end of his brother’s 
farm. 


That is a system which will work won- 
ders; it impresses the people with the idea 
of the empire’s gratitude for services ren- 
dered by its soldiers; they are aot shelved 
when that service is ended, and left to the 
charities of the streets or public institu- 
tions, but are held in honor, and their merit 
recognized: They are made to feel that 
they are still important factors in the 
growth and welfare of the nation; pride of 
independence is theirs, and they toil on at 
the tasks that are suited to their capacity. 

This is an uplift worth while, and 
far-reaching in its effect for the betterment 
of the people. 


BRAIN AND BRAWN. 


The Progressive Farmer, in its work for 
more efficient farming methods, wants to 
see a nation of progressive farmers in the 
truest sense. Its uplift work for the farmer 


is well known, and on this line it says: 


Here is where we must work. In- 
stead of. selling our raw products as 
they are, we must add brain labor to 

‘muscular labor, and get two profits 
rather than one. We must turn our 
cotton seed and hay and cow peas and 
forage crops into butter and cheese 
and mules and mutton, in the making 
and marketing of which we shall get 
out of eompetition with ignorant labor 
and enter the field where profits are 
largest. We must also develop our 
fruit and trucking industries to the 
fullest extent. We must learn the val- 
ue of co-operation in buying and selil- 
ing. We must learn the power of organ- 
ization in bringing things to pass. We 
must learn that the successful farmer, 
like the lawyer or doctor, needs spe- 
cial training, special study to fit him 
for his life work.

A Clean Sweep in the Old Days

Comparatively few men 

linger yet in Atlanta 
who remember when 
and how the city was 
freed from the odium 
and curse of profession- 
al gambling. 

It is a notable facet, 
however, that for about 
a third of a century 
now the professional 
gamblers have found it 
impossible to open and 
maintain in the city 
known. and _ protected 
gambling houses. 

Before that time they 
were among the accept- 
ed institutions of, the 
growing southern §mé- 
tropolis and some of 
the establishments were the equals in equip- 
ment of any to be found in America, and 
were as popularly known as the state capi- 
tol, the Kimball house or the carshed. Men 
of sporting blood came to Atlanta from all 
sections ofthe south to “buck the tiger.”

Take it from one who knows that the 
Atlanta “tiger” of that era was a very royal 
beast.

The demoralizations incident to war and 
its aftermath had made gamopling seem less 
despicable than formerly and while “the 
fame was good” there was a strong tempta- 
tion to “roll the wheel’ and reap the easy 
money it centripetally drew in. 

Therefore we had such open and pros- 
perous joints as the “Big Bonanza,” the 
“Girl of the Period,” the Turf Exchange, the 
Casino, and an outlying contingent of lairs 
and layouts where the pikers, cheap sports 
and tin-horns did business.

In those days the police gave no special 
attention to the games. If some fellow lost 
his wad and squealed to an officer there 
would be a brief interview on the curbstone 
with the chief gambler, or “the squarer,”’ a 
compromise effected and-—that’s all. 

Once every six months the solicitor gen- 
eral presented to the grand jury a list of 
all the professional gamblers in town, In- 
dictments having been previously drawn, and 
when “democratic day” came in court, pleas 
of guilty were filed,’ “the usual fine and 
costs” imposed, and—nothing more to do for 
six months to come! 

But gradually the public temper took on 
a change. Business men began to complain 
of embezzlements and thefts by employees 
caught in the tiger’s toils; the cguntry press 
began to clamor about their constituents, 
going to Atlanta on business, being inveigled 


by gamblers and stripped of their money.

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SMALL RATE ADVANCES. 
FOR WESTERN RAILWAYS 


Sweeping Increases Asked For 
Are Denied by Commerce 
Commission. 


Washington, August 11.—Sweeping 
freight rate increases, sought by west- 
ern carriers on the ground of generally 
poor financial condition of*the lines and 
decreased earnings, were refused by 
the interstate commerce commission 
today, advanced rates approved repre- 
senting a comparatively small part of 
the amount sought. The commission 
voted 5 to 2, Commissioners Daniels 
and Harlan holding that additional in- 
creases were justified. 

An incomplete summary of the com- 
mission’s action shows that rates esti- 
mated to produce $5,971,860 were re- 
jected, while approved increases will 
add $1,632,387 to the carriers’ revenues. 
Further applications from the same 
roads are pending affecting passenger 
rates, various special services to ship- 
pers and miscellaneous commodities 
not previously covered. These tariffs 
were suspended voluntarily by the car- 
riers until next September. 

Advances approved and the amount 
each is expected to produce for the 
carriers include: 

Bituminous coal, $1,226,122; hay and 
straw, $175,000; fruits and vegetables, 
$134,265; import rates and increased 
carload minimum from gulf ports, $59,- 
000; brewers and domestic rice, $42,000. 
Total, $1,632,387. 

Proposed rates rejected includes: 

Grain and grain products, $2,940,237; 
live stock, $1,500,000; packing house 
products and fresh meat (except to Mis- 
souri river points), $1,500,000; broom 
corn, $31,623. Total, $5,971,869. 

Forty-one roads submitted exhibits 
during the hearings, which covered a 
long period of time. 

The decision points out that the car- 
riers in this and related proceedings 
“instead of claiming a uniform percent- 
age increase in freight rates generally, 
have singled out particular commodities, 
moving mainly in carloads,” for spe- 
cific increases baging their claims for 
additional revenue on the downward 
tendency of net earnings and the con- 
tention that the commodities involved 
do not now bear their fair share of 
costs of transportation. In reply, the 
decision says, numerous individual ship- 
pers and commissioners of many of the 
states primarily affected contended 
that the last fiscal year was abnormal; 
that the financial condition of the car- 
riers did not warrant advances in rates 
and that their real net revenues “have 
been masked by new methods of ac- 
counting,” resulting in an understate- 
ment of earnings.

At Meeting of Legislature 


Heralded as the best legislature oe, 
ever met in Georgia, the late general 
assembly, after fifty days of it, suc- 
ceeded in getting final action upon 
just three of the score of important 
general measures that were before it 
for consideration. 

And, as the saying goes, old corn 
“likker” was the cause of it all! 

Even before the assembly met rum- 
blings on Olympus of the anti-saloon 
league indicated that the gods had a 
Storm in the making. 

The first move of the “prohis” came 
when somé time before the assembly 
met they announced Mr. Sheppard, of 
we gigs - candidate against Mr. Bur- 

» Oo ancock, for : shi 
af ax Sune the speakership 
Prohibition the Issue, 

From that moment Prohibition did 
not cease to be the burning issue in 
the general assembly. 

Mr. Burwell defeated Mr. Sheppard 
by an overwhelming majority, by that 
victory also fixing the appointment of 
the rules committee by the chair, its 
election by the house having been 
made an issue by the prohibitionists. 

With the prohibition measures intro- 
duced in both houses of the assembly, 
assigned to their resnective commit- 
tees and finally acted upon by the 
Senate, things rocked along comforta- 
bly until well toward the Shank of the 
session, when it became apparent that 
an obstetric operation upon the house 
temperance committee would be neces- 
Sary to produce therefrom the. tem- 
perance measures for action in the 
house, 

The first move in this direction was 
the announcement on July 30, that 
Judge W. W. Stark, chairman of the 
committee, was ready to resign be- 
cause he could not get his committee 
to report any of the bills back for 
action. 

This failing to produce results, it 
was quickly followed, August 2, by a 
resolution by Judge H. W. Hopkins, 
of Thomas, ordering the temperance 
committee to report to the house. 

This was filibustered against fo1 
three days and finally died in order 
to allow the appropriations bill to be 
passed by the house. 

Money Sheet Passed. 

This bill was passed with severe cuts 
inflicted by the prohibition wing, which 
by this time was well organized, and 
went to the senate last Saturday, 

When the rules committee took 
charge the prohibition wing immedi- 
ately sought to table its calendar be- 
cause it‘ did not include prohibition 
measures. A tremendous fight, which 
finally broke down under the impor- 
tance of Western and Atlantic meas- 
ures, was waged. 

The failure to pass either the appro- 
priations bill or the Western and At- 
lantic-anti-parallel measures would 
have necessitated an extra session. 

On Wednesday, the last day of the 
session, it became apparent that it was 
too late to force an extra session, in 
which prohibition might be considered, 
this way, so the prohibtion wing, after 
a caucus Tuesday night, simply ad- 
journed the house Wednesday before 
the senate could report the appropria- 
tions bill back, which, of course, had 
the effect of failure to act upon the 
appropriations bill. 

The prohibition wing of the house 
had a majority and would undoubtedly 
have passed their legislation could they 
have been able to get it to a vote. It 
has been their contention that they 
have been fighting not only to get a 
vote on their measures, but also as a 
matter of principle that the majority 
wing of the house should not be over- 
run by the temperance committee, the 
rules committee or the minority wing. 

Extra Session Caused. 

That this was done anyway, in spite 
of the fight of the majority wing, the 
urging of the governor to the rules 
committee and the urging of the 
speaker also, lays the onus of an ex- 
tra session not altogether upon the 
prohibition wing. 

While prohibition certainly held 
forth under the “big top” for the en- 
tire session, it was not to the ex- 


clusion of minor attractions. The pro- | 


hibitionists created a flurry in the 
senate upon two occasions, once when 
Marion Jackson was “called down” in 
the senate temperance committee, and 
once when the whole eastern side of 
the assembly went “Sherlocking” for 
the senate temperance bills which 
mysteriously disappeared 
keeping of the senate temperance 
committee.’

Prac- 
tically everything 
investigated.

The net results of this session in the 
way of the passage of general legisla- 
tion were the following Jaws: 

To prevent the paralleling of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. 

To provide for the prompt payment 
of school teachers. 

To provide for the governor’s bor- 
rowing power. 

Among the important bills left with- 
out final action are the following: - 

The public defender bill, Western and 
Atlantic commission bill, revision of 
the state automobdile law, public print- 
ing bill, the ship exemption bill, the 
land title bills, judicial procedure bills, 
bills abolishing fees and placing solici- 
tors and other officials on salaries, bills 
providing for rotation of superior court 
judges, bills rearranging the system 
of distributing convicts over the state, 
indeterminate sentence bills, the labor 
union bills, state cotton warehouse 
bills, state highway commission bills, 
state auditor bill, bill exempting col- 
lege endowments from taxation, sev- 
eral new county bills, school book bills 
and others too numerous to mention.

importers of conditions caused by Great 
Britain’s refusal to allow German and 
Austrian products to be shipped from 
neutral ports to the United States. 

Senator Smith declared the British 
blockade was one of the most flagrant 
and inexcusable violations of neutral 
rights in naval history. 

“Tl have determined the only thing to 
du,” said Senator Smith, “is to tell 
Great Britain to revoke the blockade 
order, or she can have no neutral trade 
with us. 

“The excuse that Great Pritain seized 
vessels carrying goods produced in Ger- 
many or Austria, or of goods intended 
for Germany or Austria, but consigned 
to a neutral port as a retaliatory meas- 
ure against Germany does not make 
the seizure lawful. 

No Justification. 

“There is no justification for the sec- 
ond contention that the British were 
justified in their action because the 
United States had violated Great Brit- 
ein’s rights during the civil war. The 
United States never committed an act, 
nor did our courts ever write a line, 
that justfied the British action.” 

Senator Smith declared that during 
the Russo-Japanese war Great Britain 
asserted the rights of India to ship cot- 
ton to Japan. He further declared
